again came to America, this time to 
raise funds for a memorial building 
in connection with Lucknow college 
for Miss Thoburn, which was named 
the Isabella Thoburn College. 
Miss 
Singh died 1n Chicago in 1 000 and 
was buried at Elgin, 111. 
Mrs. \Y. D 
Baum conducted the 
missionary current events.

She told 
of the terrible famine now raging in 
India, a famine more terrible than 
that of three y ears ago.
